The Wisconsin Highway Commis- 
ion has issued a circular containing 
he following statement, which has 
lad wide circulation: 


"The first state road to be built in 


\lanitowoc county has .just been com- 
pleted at Two Rivers. 
The stretch 


covers about one mile on the Two 
Rivers-Mishicott road. 
The county, 


state and township aid amounted to 
ilS.OOO, and the value of the invest- 
ment is proving self-evident. At a re- 
cent election, additional state aid has 
been voted and a'continuation of the 
work between Two Rivers and Mani- 
towoc and Mishieott .promises good 
roads for the entire county." 


In 
commenting the Commission 


says:, "The figures given are so in- 
accurate that it tends to produce a 
very unfair conception of costs. As a 
matter of fact, the picee of road men- 
tioned "was built at a cost of less than 
$1,500, and was completed for a dis- 
tance of 3,600 feet, this being at a 
cost ot $2,200 per mile. The average 
for all of the stone roads built in the 
state this yearj including grading and 
culvert work, will .not exceed $3,000." 


State aid for public highways has 


been the subject of more or less criti- 
cism, but prejudice is being over- 
come, to large extent, and the time 
will come when road building will be 
supervised by the state, as it should 
to. 


The hap-hazard methods now em- 


ployed are far from'satisfactory, and 
the people are entitled for "value re 
ceived for their investments. • This 
can.only be secured through scientific 
knowledge, and this the state is pre- 
pared to furnish.

"Men are not killed with the adversities they have to bear, but 


with the impatience with which they suffer them." 


The philosopher who carved this bit of new thought or old 


truth, whichever you choose to call it, was Charles Bailly, a prisoner in the 
Tower, and he evolved it several hundred years ago. It means more .today 
to the casual reader than it did then; or rather, the casual reader today 
looks deeper into It and sees its inner truth more clearly than did the 
casual reader of Bailly's time, who read only the surface.

For many hundreds of years, we have been reading and looking into 


such truths but a little way. .But now we are searching their utmost 
depths, and we are b'ringing up much valuable treasure. 


• For what this philosopher wrote is worth a long, deep, searching 


scrutiny.

Can you not see that it is the impatience with which' we.suffer our 


adversities that does 'us the real harm, not the adversities themselves? 
It 


is the fret and the worry that tears, and rends and breaks down our 
nervous system, not. the actual loss of money, or the burning of our 
home, or the falsity of our friend.

It is the tears we shed that bring on a headache. 
It is the de- 


spondency we feel that upsets our digestion. 
And'thus, if we would, we 


could trace nearly all our physical ills to a mental state, instead of to the 
actual material happening upon which we usually blame them. 
It Is the 


inner state these adversities set up that does the mischief, not the adver- 
sities themselves. 


What then are we to do? 
. 


Some people will say that the two are so inseparably joined that they 


cannot be riven asunder. 
But are they? 
Are they not worlds apart? 


The inner mental state is you, a spirit, an immaterial, 
intangible 


thing, that has the sole control of your body, that has its fingers on1 all 
the electric buttons, so to speak, that govern the body's actions. 


The adversities are material things that have to do with the material 


world. 
Tliey cannot, in .themselves affect your body. 
There is no com- 


mon ground of meeting. 
The only medium is yourself, this intangible 


spirit that sits with its fingers on the levers of your physical being. 


The thing to do, then, is it not, is to have full control of this self of 


yours; not to let adversity, in the form of loss of money or friends or 
health become transmitted into your body as despondency or impatience or 
discouragement. 
For these are the things that wear and tear and break

ical Times for September by

number of physicians, who dif- 
fer. 
Dr. Otto Juettner of Cin- 


cinnati, a well known authority, 
says: "While an occasional In- 
dulgence in coffee and tea is not 
objectionable, the tea 'and cof- 
fee habit is decidedly pathologic. 
The tea and coffee adict is, to all 
Intents and purposes, 
a 
drug 


fiend, and should' be classed with 
habitues 
of 
tobacco, alcohol, 


opium, and other drug agents." 
Dr. Joseph M. Aiken of Omaha 
says: "Tea and coffee are not In 
any sense food, therefore cannot 
add constructive tissue to our 
bodies. 
Any substance that is 


not wholly a food, or that con- 
tains destructive in excess 
of 


constructive, elements, is harm- 
ful." 
Dr. F. H. Barnes of Stam- 


ford, Conn., says: "1 do not be- 
lieve tea and coffee are harm- 
ful if used In reasonable quanti- 
ti(es, although their 
inordinate 


use1 is harmful." 
Dr. Frederick 


W. Seward of Goshen, N. Y., 
says: 
"Tea and coffee have a 


pathologic effect as tobacco and 
alcohoi have, though, as we gen- 
erally use tea and coffee, I be- 
lieve the harm exerted by them 
to be almost -negative." 
Dr. J. 


H. Kellogg says:: "Tea and cof- 
fee are baneful drugs, and their 
sale and use ought to be prohib- 
ited by law." 
The last opinion 


will seem to most readers to be 
extreme, as suggested 
by 
Dr. 


Barnes, who says that we have 
too many extremists and alarm- 
ists in the medical 
profession 


and among the laity, yet I be- 
lieve that any thoughtful, fair- 
minded physician will admit that 
tea and coffee are more or less 
harmful, according" to the degree 
to which they are indulged in.

Choose the best freezer in the mar- 


ket and 'an ice cream chopper, the 
latter makes quicker freezing and re- 
quires less ice, and , best if all. makes 
a smooth velvety cream. 
The se- 


lection of 
agood freezer 
-certainly 


plays a very important part, as we 
all recognize the scientific principal 
involved in freezing. 


A rock salt is best to use, as it then 


disolves adn produces cold/ in the 
cream rapidly enough. 
The propor- 


tions of ice and salt depend largely 
upon the kind of freezer, salt arid 
whether the ice is pounded, 
with 


lump of ice left in, or shaved fine 
so that there is close contact with the 
freezer can.

not try to hurry the process; if you 
do, you are very apt to have the ice 
cream grain; or this may come from 
having interuptions after beginning 
the freezing. When finished, remove 
handle and crossbar. 
Wipe^off the 


top of the can a.nd. remove dasher. 
Pack the cream down evenly and re- 
rovor, putting a cork in the hole in 
"the covor. Drain oft the water from 
the melted ice and pack unsalted ice 
all around and over the can. This ice 
is better coarsely chopped. 
Cover 


with papers or a blanket or both. 


Wet the blanket and papers with 


the brine, poured over after finishing 
the freezing, and it will help very 
much in saving 'the ice.

Anti-Serum Says Dr. 


Hadley. 


There is more hog cholera in th 


state of Wisconsin 
than there ha 


been for 
years. This 
declaratio 


made by Dr. F. B. Hadley of the Wis 
consin College of Agriculture, today 
is predicted on reports received from 
all sections .of the state. Last May 
the college began to manufacture anti 
serum for the prevention of hog cho: 
era. 
The demand 
now far exceed 


the, supply. A map ot Wisconsin up 
on which are designated the hog chol 
era outbreaks, hanging at the an 
mal husbandry building at the uni 
versity, shows the disease is preval 
ent in over half the counties, and no 
large portion of, the state is immune 
The worst outbreak is in Dane county 


."There is no danger to humans fron 


this disease," said Dr. .Hadley. "Ii 
my experience as a 'United States gov 
eminent official inspecting cholera, 1 
cannot say that 1 have known of i 
single case where a human being has 
been affected. 
The disease is 
so 


prevalent that we have one field mat 
at" work and we should have more." 


Dr. Hadley said that the 
disease 


could be prevented but that cholera 
cannot be cured after the hog has be 
come seriously ill. 
Hogs are made 


immune from the disease by injection 
of an anti-serum composed of 
the 


blood oj healthy pigs which have been 
through a siege ot .the cholera. This 
blood is obtained by cutting off 
the 


end of. thj pig's tail until by succes- 
sive bleeding no moret of the tail re- 
mains. The pig is then killed to get 
the last ounce of blood. Enough blood 
can be obtained from a pig to treat 
about. 400 hogs that weigh less than 
100 pounds 
each. At the regular 


iommereial 
rate ' for 
anti-serum, 


enough blood from a pog can be cold 
;o realize $250. 


"Among the things first noted in an 


outbreak oC hog cholera is the refusal 
)f feed by a number of hogs.'1 said 
Dr. Hadley. "They have chills 
and 


are depressed, stiff and' sore; there 
s a tendency for them to hide in the 
>edding. A short, hacking cough will 
'requently be noted. In most cases 
log cholera nuns a rapid course., end- 
ng in death in about two weeks afteri 
exposure.
